The Devil's Postpile sfTords strange 
deviation In this respect, some of its 
immense columns being sight-sided, 
many seven-sided, and the remainder 
hexagons. In one extensive section 
they are straight as sswed timbers 
and iierpendleular. In another they 
lean and are gracefully carved en 
masse and the iadlvidual' prisms 
twisted and fluted In the making or 
the cooling as sticks of pliable candy 
uiight be shaped. At one point they 
have tjxe wavy appearance of flow- 
ingr water. At the southern npper 
end they project almost horizontally 
jind resemble gigantic railroad ties or 
evenly corded wood on a hillside. All 
the columns sparkle like precious 
stones in the glare of the mountain 
sun and the sight is bewildering. 
They are black in the main, but col- 
orful withal, some In varying shades 
of green, bloe and gray, a lew white 
as alabaister. 

For many years the handsomest of 
all the columns, tall and symmetrically 
tapered, was' separated from the 
body and stood upright and alone, a 
proud, stalwart symbol of Independ- 
ence, hut it is there no more. Dur- 
ing my last visit to the postpile it 
was strack by lightning and fell with 
a reverberating orash, seared from end 
to end. Happily, it was broken Into 
few sections. 

Center of Electrical Storms.

l>o you know where the Deyil's Post 
pile is? Have you ever hear<l of if; 
Though set apart by the rrcsident a 
decade ago. autlioritativeiy recog- 
nized as the best example extant of 
its peculiar type of coluiunar basalt, 
and readily accessible in summer, it 
remains virtuaiiv unseen ;uii! unknown. 
Not more than one out of every 10,<KM» 
Americans has beiield It or could tell 
its location, while foreign govern- 
ments and institutions send their 
scientists to study 1lie splenilid tower 
of long, dark, glistening prisms in all 
Its fascinating aspects. This phenom- 
enon, which thus far has attracted so 
little interest among our own people 
is but a few huudreil miles from Los' 
Angeles, an easy drive of a day or so 
northward along the eastern base of 
continental America'.s loftiest nioun 
tains — a trip of varierl pirturesqueness 
and rare charm. From San Francisco 
the distance is about tlie same via th* 
Yosemlte. valley — also a route of trran 
denr. The nearest liiirhw iiv is the (raiis 
continental National Roosevelt Mid 
land trail, almost direct from Mon 
tsult Point, Long Island, to the "post 
pile" and the Golden state's niajoi 
cities. Two or three lioui-s by trail 
afoot or in the saiidle, will fake yov 
from a resort called Mammoth to tin 
weird, enchanted precincts of his sa- 
tanlc majesty's reputed post-setting or 
pile-driving operations. The spec 
tacle is astonishing and inspires awe. , 
In the heart of hearts of the stupen- 
dous Sierra Nevada, surrounded by 
■cores of white-robed peaks two jind 
a balf miles in the sky, residual gla- 
ciers^ gorgeous lakes, dreamy mead 
ows, bolllhg springs, and IceKrhillied. 
dashing brooks, the Devil's Postpile 
occupies the center of a region of 
magniflcenr scenery, more benntifiil 
than the imagination eafi conceive or

Formation of the Wonder. 
The "pile" is a mile long, half as 
wide, and 400 feet high. The odd for- 
mation, whence its appellation is de- 
rived. Is not e^i'crywhere in evidence, 
cropping out only In certain places. 
The most striking columns consti- 
tute more than 1,000 feet of its west- 
em face. They rise more than 100 
feet above the talus — a vast heap of 
broken "posts" accumulated through 
the nerer-eesstng battering of the cllflf 
by nature's processes. Ultimately all 
will be leveled in this agglomeration. 
How far downward they extend man 
knoweth not ; It may be that they go 
far beyond the heat-radiating center' 
of the ball comprising our tiny sliare 
of the universe, but probably they 
pinch out close to the surface. The^ 
geological experts gladly would pay ' 
c liberal admittance fee for a peep 
under. | 
The columns In this amazing blaff 
are arraqgfed in rows as regularly as 
the pipes of a cathedral organ. Al- 
most perfect prisms, they are fitted 
together like cells In a honeycomb,' 
each placed ^th the nicest care of 
true artlsanshlj, and really look as if 
carved by bvttum hahds. The ends 
above were polished to a gloss by 
grinding glacial, motion, and msy be 
emnpared wIA a parqueted Hoor. Tka

the summer lightning season is brief, 
ihe winter long and rigorous. 

During the warm months the region 
Is fragrant paradise of bloom and 
bird-song, a medley of sweetest m^- 
•)dy. The whole is a forest of pine, 
tamarack, fir and other sturdy trees, 
which cover even the postpile where 
the basalt iff not actually bare. Wild 
flowers carpet the meadows and 
shaded places and sway breast high in 
the balmy air — thousands upon thou- 
sands of kinds, many of which grow 
here only. Few are more interesting 
than the squaw's carpet or mahala 
mat. a rich everjrreen trailer that lit- 
erally covers the ground with its foli- 
age and feathery clusters of violet 
blossoms and later bears odd scarlet 
fruit. The botanist who does not go 
to the high Sierras miasesjaore than 
be ever can reqlias. 

At the very niiili* edge of the cmm- 
hling <lifr. where a "cornice" has 
formed, their roots fastened in the 
columnar jointing, a number of 
gnarled, torn, dwarfed cedars arc 
hanging for dear llfte, even as dying 
humans ding t« hope, tk* while their 
pre<'arious support is tumbling away. 
This carries with It gufllcient soil and 
pumice to afford a foothold in the 
talus below for lustrous q^naking 
aspens, which spring up rapidly and 
shine as the breezes stir their lesves.
